T h e Whole Batch Condemned to 
Oeath. 


OmoAoe, Aug. ^0.—In the anarohista 
trial all were foand guilty of murder 
and the penalty of death inflicted except 
on Xeebe, who u given fifteen yea» in 
the penitently. 


Neuly 2,000 people were gathered on 
Michigan street in front of the main en- 
trance to the court house gazing up at 
the windows this morning. The pris> 
oners were brou^^t into the court room 
a few minutes later. 


They presented about the usual ap- 
pearance, though Spies and Fischer 
iooked deathly pale. 
The jury then 
oame and there was imprtesive silence as 
they filed in. The verdict was read: 


"We, the jury, find the defendants, 
August Spies, Michael Schwab, Samuel 
Fielden, Albert B. Parsons, Adolph 
Fischer, George Engel and Louis Lisgg, 
guilty of murder as charged in the in- 
dictment, and fix the penalty at death. 
We find defendant Oscar W. Neebe, 
guilty of murder in the manner and form 
as charged in the indictment and fix the 
penalty at imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for fifteen years." 


Captain Black asked that the jury be 
polled.^ The jurymen answered with 
firm voices. Captain Black sidd he would 
desire to make a motion for« new triaL 
States Attorney Grinnell said it would be 
impossible to dispose of the motion dur- 
ing the present term, but by agreement 
the motion could be argued at the Sep- 
tember term. This was agreed to by 
the defense and the prisoners filed out 
under the guidance of the baili£b 


Hardly had the jHry left the room 
when a piercing shriek was beard, fol- 
lowed by the heavy falling of the wife of 
Schwab to the floor, to whom the result 
of the verdict had been interpreted. 
She was soon carried out by the police 
«nd soon recoverd. Mrs. Parsons looked 
haggard as she started to leave the court 
room, but maintained a moderate degree 
of composure. 
The crowd remained 
outside for an hour. 
It is understood, 
the authorities now contemplate the im 
mediate arrest of all persons even indi- 
rectly connected with the Haymarket 
tragedy, for conspiracy and in view of this 
knowledge, many of the active leaders 
hearing the outcome of the verdict are 
preparing to leave the city. 


BKADIKO THE VEBDIOT. 


During the reading of the verdict the 
prisoners were hidden fr<Ma the view of 
everyone in the court room, by a cordon 
of police completly surrounding them 
and whatever immediate effect the read- 
ing of the verdict had upon them, 
could not be discerned. 
The motion 
for a new titel, it is expected, will be 
heard early next month. If it is over- 
ruled, Judge Gary will pronounce sen- 
tence and fix the date for carrying out 
the death penalty. 
The case will go 
then to the supreme court for review. 
It is the generally expressed view of 
lawyers, that the supreme court will 
not interfere, if Judge Gary refuses a 
new trial.

This is the second day of the encamp-

Last night there were stirring scenes 
about the city. In the evening Gen. 
Phil Sheridan and his brother, Col 
onfl Sheridan, went east in 
their 
special 
car. 
There 
was 
a 
great 
crowd at the depot to meet the mod- 
ern Napoleon. Hon. Robert Lowry in- 
troduced the chieftain in a pleasant way 
and then the general greeted his com- 
rades who cheered him to the echo. 
He regretted he could not wait and at- 
tend the encampment, but said he would 
be here next year if it was the desire of 
the old soldiers. A general handshaking 
followed aud to a few personal and army 
friends he 
opened 
the 
commissary 
depariment. 
When the train pulled out 
a royal artillery salute was fired in honor 
of the leader of the American army. 


LastnightatliSOGen. Rosecrans ar- 
rived and was escorted to the mansion of 
Major Mnhler, by his Honor and C^t. 
Hugh M. Diehl. The General is'adevout 
Catholic and attended early service at 
the Cathedral this morning, as is his 
custom at home. 
He will visit Camp 
Grant at 4:30 this afternoon under mili- 
tary escort, and in person he will greet 
the heroes and promising militia boys. 
: le is assured of an ovation and the dis- 
tinguished warrior deserves it. 


CoU C. A. Zollinger is in command of 
Camp Grant to-day and the soldiers 
throng his tent to offer their congratula- 
tions. Colonel Zollinger is a bom sol- 
dier and his comrades love him as a 
brother who is as true to their interests 
as he was to the union. He has placed 
Capt. O. G. Hopkins in command of 
artillery, Capt. J. M. Tyrrell in com- 
mand of the militia and Capt. Tom Sul- 
livan in command of the G. A. B. Be- 
sides Commander Zollinger has issued 
these orders:

POLITICS. 


The I>emocratic State Commit- 
tee Meets—Other News of 
Interest. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 20.—The demo- 
cratic state central committee is in ses- 
sion. The committee will elect a secre- 
tary and treasurer and will outline the 
plan of the coming campaign. 
Chair- 
man Henderson, of the democratic com- 
mittee, and Chairman Houston, of the 
republican committee, have had their 
heads tc^ether and have agreed to sug- 
gest to their respective bodies that the 
campaign be not unavoidably protracted; 
that it begin on both sides simultaneous- 
ly, and that the opening date be about 
September 15. These suggestions will 
be considered to-day. If t ^ y 'are ac- 
cepted, a still hunt will be carried on 
until the date fixed on, when thi^e will 
be a discharge of oratory and enthu- 
siasm aU along the line. 


But the Indianapolis district is chiefly 
concerned ia the disposition of the con- 
gressional row. The question as to who 
shall be recognized as the nominee will 
be before the committee, and the chair- 
man has invited various eminent repre- 
sentatives of both Bynum and Bailey to 
attend its meetings. The frier ds of Mr. 
Bynum are to-day feeling very comfort- 
able; in the belief that their candidate 
cannot be dislodged. 


Charlie Jewett was in town to-day. 
He comes fresh from the third congress- 
onal district, where all the talk relates 
to the retirement of Stockslager from the 
congressiona) race. This withdrawal ac- 
cording to Jewett, was unexpected by 
Stockslager's friends, and was so great a 
surprise that many of them refused to 
believe it. It leaves the Stockslager in- 
terest in an unfortunate condition, as it 
claims to have held the only legitimate 
congressional convention. 
If a new 
can^date is not named by this interest, 
it will be equivalent to a recognition of 
the claims of the Howard faction. Mr. 
Jewett expressed himself as personally 
passive in the matter, but the situation 
seemed to him to be about as suggested 
above. With Stockslager out of the race 
and if no one is named to succeed him, 
Howard will be assured of election. 


It is stated to be Mr. Bynum's purpose 
to go before the democratic state central 
committee to-day and express to that 
body his willingness for the members to 
pass upon the legality of his nomination, 
he to abide by the decision of the com- 
mittee. If the mugwump would do the 
same, harmony might once more prevail 
in the democratic camp. 


Chairman Henderson, of the demo- 
cratic centra] committee, is smiling to- 
day over the prospects of his party in 
Indiana. 
The withdrawal of Stockslager 
in the third district, and the settlement 
of the wrangle in the first, is, to Mr. 
lenderson, assurance of victory in the 
state. The only cloud -upon the horizon 
now is the Baily-Bynum contention, and 
this, the chairman thinks, will be cleared 
away. He cannot say how or when, but 
his faith is pinned on something lofty, 
and he sees the democracy united, vic- 
torious and invincible, with the state 
ticket elected by at least as large a ma- 
jority as was given to Hendricks, 7,500, 
the legislature solid in both houses and 
an unlimited reign in national affairs. 


J. J. Todd, of Bluffton, who has been 
nam(>d as a posible candidate on the re- 
publican ticket for lieutenant governor, 
is in the city. 
He says he is not an 
avowed candidate, and his name has 
been used by his friends, not with his 
consent. He would like to see John H. 
Baker, of Gk)shen, nominated, but im- 
derstands that he is not willing to be a 
candidate. The reporter judged that 
Mr. Todd is "in the hands of his 
friends."

Mexican and American 
Troops 
Facing- Each Other. 


LABEDO, Texas, Aug. 20.—News hav- 
ing arrived here that the Mexican au- 
thoritives have fortified a small town 
some fifty miles up the river called Pan, 
and placed a detachment of sixty troops 
there, the commandant of Fort Mcin- 
tosh, Colonel Bernard, detailed twenty 
men from this post who left here yester- 
day and will remain for the present at 
Palifax, opposite Pan, on this side of 
the river, as rumors had arrived that the 
Mexicans had crossed the river to this 
side. 
Palafax is R deserted mining 
town with but few inhabitants, but 
large ranches are adjacent to it and 
could easily be plundered. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


It is Presented in a Readable 
Way. 


LONDON, Aug. 20.—The British steam- 
er Aberdeen, from Hankon for London 
foundered while leaving the China sea. 
Part of her crew were drowned. 


The stock market is buoyant to day 
under the influence of the speeches made 
by the minister in parliament last night. 


The Pamellite members of parliament 
resolved to discuss Irish affairs, especial- 
ly the Belfast riots, during the debate in 
reply to the speech from the throne. 
Mr, Pamell's organ reiterates the declar- 
ation that there will be war to the knife 
againbt Lord Salisbury. 
The Tories 
want time and a policy of coercion is 
deemed unwise by the Salisbury govern- 
ment. The announcement of an Irish 
programme will be staged off till Febru- 
ary and commissions in the meantime 
will investigate land and other questions. 


BBIIFAST, Aug. 20.—The Protestants 
here are very much irritated over Lord 
Bandolph Churchill's defense of the po- 
lice, who have been engaged here during 
the riots. The Protestants assert that 
the police officials havs contrived to 
mislead Lord Bandolph and declare that 
the fact of the casa warrant suspicion 
that a conspiracy exists between the po- 
lice and Catholics of Belfast. 


MEiiBOUitNS, Aug. 20.—The United 
States man-of-war Mahican has sailed for 
Samoan Islands. She will remain there 
during the sittings of the commission 
appointed to settle the Samoan affairs. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 20.—The Duke of Lein- 
ster has arranged to sell his tenants a 
large portion of his Eildare estate on an 
eighteen year purchase plan.
